WHAT IMPRESSED’ US 
most in those days was the way 
everybody in town took it for 
granted days in advance that 
a- general strike would take 
place and everything would be 
sealed tight. Overnight, stores 
sold out their stocks of- smoked 
meats, cheeses, canned goods- 
and anything ‘else that Spall 
keep. 

People expected the strike to 
be long. Directly across the 
street from the Western Worker 
offices (which I then edited) the 
gigantic Crystal Palace market 
was bedlam as thousands of 
people struggled to obtain food 
supplies. Next Monday morning, 
when the strike took effect, 
eyen the one-man grocery or 


other stores closed up.

THE CORPORATIONS and 
their reactionary tools never 
forgave Harry- Bridges, the rank 
and file longshoreman who 
emerged then as the leader of 
that struggle. Their hatred for 


him began in that frenzied hys- - 
teria that was let loose in San - 
Francisco and along the’ entire 
West Coast as a counterblow 
to the strike: We have gone 
through much red-baiting hvs- 
teria in the 20 yeras since the — 
San Francisco strike. But I don’t . 
think. any one locality in the 
country had anywhere near the 
type of reign of reaction that 
gripped the San Francisco area 
during thdse days and in the 
weeks that followed, 


In all their Destial cries for 
revenge, the one thing that *he 
Vigilante lynchers- and ‘union- 
busters wanted most was the’ 
deportation. or jailing of Harry 
Bridges. He, it appears, symbol- 
izes to them that fear that grip- 
ped them in 1934. They un- 
successfully tried to frame 
Bridges for a whole generation. 
Now they are trying again 
through Brownell. 

This shows how vicious re- 
action can be, but it also shows 
how tenacious and persistent 
the progressive forces of labor 
can be. The West Coast long- 
shoremen, stronger than ever, 
are as solid for Bridges as they 
were in the eventful 1934 davs. 


The San _ Francsico: strike 
holds many lessons useful to us 
in the present situation. It 
taught us the value of labor ini- 
tiative, unity and~ offensive 
which we need so much today. 
It was that initiative, unity and 
offensive spirit that gave im- 
petus to the era of the “liber- 
alized” New Deal, that led to 
those famed measures for which
